More than 1,500 students 
from the CEGEP du Vieux-

Montréal have been on strike 
since Monday, Joining the 
strikes of 30 other CEGEPs 
' across the province. Though the 
professors at Vieux-Montréal 
have not officially endorsed the 
walk-out, they have made no 
attempt .to cross the picket 
lines. ■ . 

f; Yesterday's open meeting 
started at 10 am at the CEGEP,, 
but the organizers, the Comité 
de luttes et d'organisation du 
CEGEP du Vieux-Montréal, 
were forced to move the 
assembly to McGjil because the 
' hall at Vieux-Montréal was tod^ 
small for the mass of students. 
^The^i^pEGEP students are 
protesting the fact that the 



government<^^ha8' still not 
processëdcî^ stiiiient loans, 
though the unofficial deadline 
for: the processing claimed 
"computer foul-ups" were res- 
ponsible for the delay, it has 
become apparent, that over 30 
percent more loan applications 
were rejected this year than last. 

Denis Beauchamp, a spokes- 
man for the Comité said, "1 ,300 
students at Vieux-Montréal 
applied forxloans, and hundreds 
of other students didn't bother 
applying because they knew 
they would be refused. The 
administration at Vieux-Mont- 
real has refused to tell us the 
nunrtber of applications that 
have been rejected this year." 

The students at Vieux-Mont- 
real are also. protesting the way 
that the governmental cutbacks 
are reducing the availability of 
school supplies. The CEGEPs 
printing budget has been cut by 
half, forcing professors to sell 
lextsthat used to be distributed 
free, and there is a shortage of 
material for certain courses at 
the college.

Gauthier said that the work- 
shopsi^attended by between 600 
and 700 students, were divided 
into ttiree categories, Quebec, 
Ontario, and Federal. He said 
that policies were proposed to 
aid students financially. 

Gauthier said that -students 
were asking for tax deductions 
In association fees, books, and 
transportationicosts.-cfrom.lthe 
Federal goverhment.'^ilè'adcléd 
that these things are essential, 
expenses for students to 
continue their education and 
should be considered deduc- 
tible. 

Students are still experienc- 
ing 'delays In receiving their 
loans from the Quebec govern- 



ment. As, late as the Friday of 
the boycott,' only 40 percent of 
the loans had been distributed. 

Gauthier said that the stu- 
dents had proposed that any 
loans granted by the Quebec 
government should be available 
during the week of first term 
registration, and any bursaries 
alotted should be . made avail- 
able as soon as possible, up to 
the second term registration. 

As for the Ontario govern-' 
ment, Gauthier said that the 
students would like ' to see 
action taken in terms of all year 
round governmental student 
grants based on additional cash 
allowances of $1 s; eventually to 
amount to the minimum \A/eekiy 
wage in Ontario. He said they 
would like to see an arbitrary 
amount set for grants for all 
students in all year levels of the 
university. 

Gauthier said that 95 percent 
of the propositions brought 
.down In the general assembly 
meeting of the-university were 
accepted. He added that the 
ratified proposals were sent to 
their respective governments 
and the officials responsible for 
their enactment. 

At present, the university is 
still waiting for response. 
Gauthier said that no further 
action can or will be taken at 
this time.
